This is slightly " below the
5,825,000 birds that were tal-
lied in last winter's survey.

Announcement of the. survey
results was made by the heads
of the tw-o cooperating agen
cles, Seth Gordon, Director of
the California Department of
Fish and Game, and Leo L. Lay-
the, Regional Director of the
U. 8..Fish and Wildlife Service,
